We can't give you a formula 
for the right height of your 
ironing board for comfortable 
ironing. Women vary too much 
in height, elbow height, arm 
length and weight. 

Generally though the whole 
idea is to save yourself as much 
as possible from getting tired. 
To do this whether you sit or 
stand to iron, you'll want to ad- 
just your ironing board. high 
enough so you can stand upright 
and low enough so there is no 
strain on your arm or shoulder, 

Modern ironing boards adjust 
up to 36 inches. Use blocks to 
raise the board if you want it 
higher. 

BEFORE YOU SHOP 

Take time to make a list be- 
fore you go to the grocery store. 
Making your list fi- the week 
is a goog idea. A'!ow plenty of 
time for list-makiug. It takes 
time to make extra trips to the 
grocery store for the all-impor- 
tant but forgotten items. 

Give yourself plenty of time 
to think and compare while you 
shop. 

BUYING PORK 

When you select pork, look for 
meat that is light, grayish-like 
Pink. It should be fine textured, 
smooth and velvety and inier- 
mingled with flecks of fat. The 
cutside fat on pork cu‘s should 
be white and firm. 

EGGS AND PORK 

These are the two foods 
heading the March plentiful foods 
list. 

Other foods you should find

Trees from the local seed 
source thus far in the experi- 
ment are definitely superior to 
those from more distant sources. 

Slash pine planted at the Nat- 
chez Station is an exception to 
this rule. 


After five years growth the 
leading slash pine trées are 22 
feet tall. These seed did not 
come from the Natchez area and 
there are no local seedlings for 
comparison. because’ slash pine 
does not grow naturally in that 
part of Mississippi. 

(Research foresters say when a 
species is imported to a new lo- 
cality like this, it may do better 
or worse than the native trees, 
depending on its adaptability. 

John A. McGuire is superinten- 
dent of the Natchez Branch Ex- 
periment Station. In forestry re- 
search projects, he works with 
R^ T. Clapp, assistant dean, and 
Dr. George Switzer, both of the 
School of Forestry at Mississippi 
State University. 

“The forestry industry, includ- 
ing manufacturing of wood pro- 
ducts, is now a four hundred 
million dollar per year business 
in Mississippi,” Dean Clapp said. 
“Research of this type strength- 
ens this natural resourc, which 
recent study indicates coulg dou- 
ble its present income." 


Miss. Cotton Farmers 
Urged To Plant Full 
Cotton Acreage 


Mississippi's cotton farmers to- 
day were urged to plant their 
full cotton acreage allotment or 
to release acreage not planted. 

Lloyd A. West, Directior of the 
agricultural division of the Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Board, 
pointed out that state cotton far- 
mers last year failed to plant 
168,533 acres that were avail 
able under their allotments. 

“This is a loss of more than 
$25,000,000,” said West, “The 
loss may be even greater fo! 
1960 unless farmers either plan 
or release cotton allotiner: 
acres. The economy of Missis 
sippi cannot afford such a loss. 

West added: 

‘Add to ‘this the turnover oj 
this money in trade  channels— 
also the business associated with 
it, such as cotton gins, cotton- 
seed oil mills, fertilizer and in- 
secticide plants, farm machin- 
ery companies and many other 
related industries—and it is easy 
to see that the state cannot af- 
ford to take another loss ‘like 
this.”
